Engineers said there 
are variations in the foregoing 
approximations, to make allow- 
ances for hydraulic problems. 

Kehr said that no existing 
homes are included within res- 
ervation lines thus far estab- 
lished along a 342-mile stretch 
of the creek. If structures do 
fall within the boundary lines 
as they are extended further 
into the county, Kehr said the 
district would have to acquire 
the structures either through 
purchase or condemnation pro- 
eeedings whenever the channel 
is built.

With a Fine-Tooth Comb 
President Eisenhower—or shall we say White 
House Boss Sherman Adams?—has chosen a new 
director for the Tennessee Valley Authority, sub- 
ject te confirmation by the Senate. He is Arnold 
R. Jones of Kansas, Deputy Directer ef the 
Budget. 


This is the Eisenhower Administration's sec- 
end appointment to the three-member TVA 
board. If it is confirmed by the Senate, the 
undermining of TVA will or will not begin de- 
pending on whether the new cheice is a stooge 
for Gen. Herbert D. Vogel, present chairman. Or 
whether Mr. Jones is an independent member, 
convinced of the public value of TVA and serv- 
ing in his owm right. : 

It will not be enough for the Senate Commit- 
tee to question Arnold Jones rigorously. It will 
not be enough for him to swear an oath that he 
believes in the “wisdom and feasibility” of the 
TVA Act, as all directors of the agency must do 
wnder the law drawn by the late great Senator, 
George W. Norris of Nebraska. 

Gen. Vogel, President Eisenhower's first ap 
pointee to the TVA board, was questioned by 
the Senate. He took the oath. He said he be- 
lieved in the TVA Act. He pledged himself to 
support it by his official deeds.

Yet Gen. Vogel, once he was installed as chair- 
man in the place of Gordon Clapp, a sincere 
believer in TVA, set outto scuttle this co-ordi- 
nated enterprise in power production, flood con- 
trol, navigation and resource development. 

Gen. Vogel shamelessly became the errand 
boy of the utility combine in trying to put over 
the Dixon-Yates deal—a steal so rank and so 
horribly embarrassed by a patently illegal con- 
flict of tnterest scheme that the Eisenhower 
Administration itself had to abandon it under 
fire of public opinion. 

Gen. Vogel has stood against needed TVA 
funds by opposing both congressional appropri- 
ations and adequate bond authority. He has 
damaged morale in the TVA organization. He 
has opposed his two fellow directors, Dr. Harry 
Curtis, farmer University of Missouri engineer- 
ing dean, whose term has expired, and Dr. Ray- 
mond R. Paty, whose term has three years to 
run.

It-is inconceivable that we would 

launch an all-out nuclear war simply because 

that was the only means we had at hand.

could occur overnight in Korea, Burma, Ma- 
laya, Laos or Formosa. If fighting broke out 
in any of these spots, certainly the sending of 
air-mobile conventional forces to keep a small 
fire from becoming a world conflagration would 
be preferable to using the nuclear bomb or to 
surrendering the place by default. 

There has been testimony from Gen. Latiris 
Norstad, commander of the North Atlantic Trea- 
ty Organization forces, that the United States 
now has the capability of destroying “everything 
of military significance” in Soviet Russia. Mare- 
over, accerding to Gen. Phillips, we would have

With our nuclear strength plus an ability to 
meet a threat of conventional war, the chances 
of peace without surrender would be much 
better. .

policies. 

In the past there Was some 
truth in the contention that 
American machines and indus- 
trialization could equalize the 
advantages of cheap labor. But 
now, when these machines are 
shipped overseas for use either 
by our own or foreign indus- 
tries, an effort is being made to 
take advantage of both modern 
machinery and cheap labor. 

The Japanese and the Ger- 
mans today proGably are ap- 
proaching as great a skill in the 
use of machines as we have in 
this country, so automation will 
come to them as quickly as it 
would come to us.
